The case of the Borough of Gettys. 


burg vs. the United Telephone Co.; 
was tried before Judge Swope on Fri- 
day without a jury.

claimed a license per pole of fifty cents 
under an ordinance passed in May, 
1904. 
A peculiar situation was pre- 


sented as the Court had fixed on May 
13, 1907, a fee of ten cents per pole 
for the Bell Telephone Co. to pay un- 
der an Act of Assembly passed April 
17, 1905, which authorized the Court 
to determine the amount of the annual 
license fee in case of dispute as to 
reasonableness of amount between a 
municipal corporation and telegraph, 
telephone, light or power corporation. 
The borough had further petitioned 
the Court to alter the amount in the 
case of the Bell Telephone Co. but had 
permitted the application to sleep in 
Court. Upon the trial the Court re- 
ferred to this condition of affairs and 
indicated that the amount fixed by the 
Court in such proceeding would be ap- 
plicable to all the companies, and that 
the proceeding should be under the 
Act of 1905, rather than to bring suit 
against a company, while the question 
was pending, and that the action of 
the Court under the Act of 1905, as to 
one company was appli* 
should be /respected ,*yid, 
other companies "were 'unnecessary.

Police Torture by Electricity. 


Electricity is becoming more aud 


more |K>pnlar with the administration 
of the "Third Degree." The favorite 
method of its application is called, in 
prison 
slang, 
"the 
humming-bird." 


The prisoner is stripped and bound. 
Sometimes he is gagged, also, for he is 
veiy apt to scream and shriek. The 
electric current is turned into a sponge 
soaked with water so that none of its 
strength will be lost. A long handle 
is attached, and the operator, with 
rubber gloves, approaches the victim, 
who generally is deposited in a shal- 
low tank or tub. The sponge is ap- 
plied gently to the man's legs and 
then pressed slowly upward over his 
limbs. Perhaps the current is not par- 
ticularly strong and lie only clenches 
his hands or bites his lips. The pres- 
sure is gradually increased as the 
sponge continues its way up and down 
the unprotected legs and thighs. A 
low, 
buzzing, singing noise eminates 


from it like the sound of a humming- 
bird. This is the whirring of the 
"juice." and is the reason for the 
somewhat striking name which has 
been applied to the apparatus. 
The 


prisoner's limbs are now doubling up 
in great, frenzied knots, and his veins 
are swollen to double their normal 
size as he tries in vain to tear him- 
self from his bonds. And still the 
sponge continues its path over his 
body.

"When 
Brennan made his early

When the car came to a curve, 
the centrifugal action tended to throw 
it outward; the side of the car that 
was on the inside of the curve swung 
up and the bracket touched the axle 
of the gyroscope. Forthwith in the 
manner of its father, the top. the gy- 
roscope tried to stand upright on the 
bracket: all the weight of it and all 
its wonderful force were pressed on

Trains Cannot Go Wrong But Are 


Stopped by Electricity in Run- 


ning Past a Danger Signal.

passengers. 


Vet there is romance in it too. It is 


romance of the big sort in which 
(.trains rather than wits have their 
play, where prearraugemeut aud pow 
er unseen do homely tricks day by 
'-lay in place of stage rescues aud toot- 
ing sirens. Things happen aud trains 
are watched iu ways that hungry com 
iuuters dou't understand and would 
never know abou. unless they were to 
lose themselves some day iu the cata- 
combs of the Hudson Terminal Build- 
in"; and chance upon a silent man 
who watches wisps of 
icreeu light 


come and go behind a charted sheet 
of glass. 


U is a strauge place there iu the 


seuu-daik of the silent man's operat- 
ing room. You hear the click of me- 
tallic contacts and the hiss of pneu- 
matic valves, aud ou the screen the 
the trains travel to Jersey aud back as 
clear to the eye as though they were 
not seventy teet under the water aud 
silt of Use Hudson. 


Napoleon used to plot the mauoeu- 


vers of his armies ou a map, moving 
pius here aud there to indicate the 
movements of the soldiers, 
it is the 


same idea there iu the switch room, 
which they call a tower, though it is 
sixty feet nutter the level of Cortlaudt 
street, save ihat the chart shows ttie 
movements of the trains with absolute 
precision, whereas Napoleon had to 
trust to the reports of his riders. It is 
an idea which is worked out on the 
Hudson aud Manhattan Hues with 
greater perfection aud to greater ex- 
tent than any where else iu the world. 


Out iu the tubes the scheme of traiu 


control doesu't appear to the passen- 
ger to be iu any essential different 
from that used in the subway. They 
say iu the Hudson tunnels that you 
cau always tell a strauger to 
New- 


York from the fact that he stands in 
the vestibule of the forward car, aloug 
side the motonuau's box aud watches 
the traiu crook itself through the long 
reaches ot the tube. What he sees is 
worth lookiug at. 


There are strings of greeu lights 


seeu in pairs. At first sight they look 
like cats' eyes iu the dark save for the 
fact that they are placed one above the 
other aud not side by side. 
Some- 


times far ahead down the tube you 
see an orange light beneath a greeu, 
aud ahead of that a ruby light shiuiug 
grimly over a glowiug eye of orange. 
What they mean the traveler learus 
wheu the traiu creeps up too closely. 
Suppose that you are a inotormau aud 
swing iuto the tube at the Pennsyl- 
vania station in Jersey City a couple 
of minutes behind another tram. You 
have a mile and a quarter to run before 
you reach the terminal ou Cortlauat 
street and you have three minutes to 
do it in. It may be that you are half 
a minute late, aud so you let your 
motor sing her best, knowing that you 
can creep up within a minute aud a 
half of that other traiu and still keep 
within the rules. 


The greeu lights are shiuiug far 


down the tube. That means a clear 
road and you let the motor have all 
she cau take. Hut presently you have 
to ease her oil' to round a twist iu the 
tube aud on the far side of the curve 
you come face to face with au orange 
signal. 
The top light still 
shines 


greeu. That lets you iuto the block. 
but the orange Ikht. the so called dis- 
tant signal, prescribes caution. 
So 


you tie a knot iu your impatience aud 
let the train loaf. Ahead is a red light 
which the trainman call the home sig- 
nal, shiuiug hotly over the orange dis- 
tant signal. You kuosv that light 
means to stop. 


But as you creep up to it the red 


blinks green and you enter the block. 
You jzo slowly as before, tor it wouldn't 
do to catch up too far on that traiu 
two blocks ahead. 


But perhaps something goes wrong 


in your head or you can't help urging 
that traiu ahead to get out of your 
way. It may be that you sicken all of 
a sudden and lurch forward against 
the controller, holding it at full speed. 


The red home signal stares you iu 


the face, but you spin past it with all 
the momentum that your live motors 
can give you. It seems as though 
nothing iu the world could keep you 
from bumping that other traiu and 
perhaps crushing the lives out of most 
of your passengers and the passengers 
in the cars ahead. 


But the mau who planned the tunnel 


fixed it so you couldn't do anything 
like that, not even if you were to go 
mad. 
Connected with the same steel 


bars which move the signal aud cause 
it to shift from red to greeu is a 10 inch 
fiuger sticking up from the side of the 
track. It is up-right when the red 
signal is set and flat when the light 
shines green.

The Insurgent West 


for War. 


Itay Slannard Baker contributes a 


remarkable article to the February 
American Maga/.iue on the ins-urgent 
revolt iu Congress. He has recently 
beeu West aud thoroughly combed 
the country in au endeavor to get ai 
the real feeling ot the people iu that 
secliou as regards the light that some 
of their representatives iu Congress 
aie waging. Mr. Baker's observations 
are particularly interesting as com- 
pared with the impressions he received 
iu the same territory five years ago, 
wheu he was investigating the rail- 
road situation. Jie writes: 


"About rive years ago 1 made a trip 


through much the same territory that 
I have covered during the last few 
weeks. 1 was studying the railroad 
problem, aud 1 remember how diffi 
cult it was to fiud meu who were in- 
formed ou the subject or who dared to 
talk. A loue lighter here aud there 
was contending agaiust overwhelm 
iug odds. Mosc of the politiciaus- 
though La Follette, Cummins, Leu- 
root, Stubbs, aud a few others were 
then iu 
the 
tight—were ou 
the 


other side, defending the railroad po 
Ittical bosses aud doing all they could 
to smother progressive 
legislation 


Aud they were backed almost solidly 
by the business interests, great and 
small. 


"Today everything is changed, or 


chauging. Through the agency of di 
rect primaries, the commission form 
of administering city affairs (the 'Des 
Moiues plau') with the referendum, 
initiative aud recall, government is 
coming out at last iuto the daylight 
The influence of the rail roads upou po- 
litics is beiue clipped by meaus of 
anti-pass laws, th« appointment ol 
railroad comissious and the beginnings 
of rate regulation. Everywhere the 
demand of the old Greeubackers 'for 
more direct power of the people over 
their sjoveruiueut' is beiug carried out. 


"As 1 traveled through the West it 


seemed like a wholly different country 
from what it was five years ago. Per 
haps the most surprising things J 
found were the new organi/atious of 
every sort which were getting joyously 
iuto the fight, concerning themselves 
more or less vitally with public affairs 
and finding it tlie best sport iu the 
world. 


"You will scarcely find any town iu 


the West worth mentioning that is 
without its voltiutaiy citizens' associa- 
tion, improvement league, city cluo, 
municipal voters' league, citixens' 
association, or law-enforcement league. 
And, as a Minneapolis enthusiast ex- 
pressed it, they are ;ou the job three 
hundred aud sixty-five days iu the 
year.'

in l.'O yards of the Susquehanna Rivei 
and the bojs were called "river rats.' 
The president of the board preferred 
charges for whipping his boy, called a 
meeting, and after stating my case 
the board stis|>ended his sou for 11 
days. At the expiration of the 15 days 
Ills son re-entered the school and at 
tended the rest of the school term. 


1 taught the grammar school two 


consecutive terms and informed the 
board that if they re-elected the teach 
er of the primary school they were not 
to consider me an applicant for the 
school. 


They re-elected the primary teacher, 


and the director who had my applica- 
tion, withdrew my name as an appli- 
cant. The board was still under the 
impression that I would re-apply. In 
August, i visited the town for the pur- 
pose of getting my books that i had 
left in the school building after 1 clos- 
ed ii'y spring normal. 1 informed Mr. 
Kuukel. one of the directors, that 1 
was elected principal of the Littles- 
low n schools in June. One of my nor- 
mal pupils was then elected and taught 
the school lour successive terms. 


Four years afterward 1 received a 


telegram stating that if not engaged 
I should take the school for the ensu- 
ing term. I refused the position. 


Two years afterward, three of the 


directors visited me in Hanover and 
urged me to take charge of their 
school. 1 again refused. My reasons 
for not accepting the school were not 
on account of the people, but the lo- 
cation of the town, being so near the 
Susrinehaiina River. 


While 
1 was teaching the school 


some of my pupils had ague and the 
last spring I was there teaching a lo- 
cal normal. Dr. Stine of Loulsburg, 
dosed me on quinine six weeks, and 
on Friday evening after closing my 
normal 1 met him when he furnished 
me with medicine and told me to get 
out of the town the next morning. I 
took his advice.

In my earlier professional career, 


| (hero was some opposition to me, nom- 
inally on account of my age. This 
opposition 
manifested 
itself

teaching my second term, and my sev- 
enth. 


In teaching my second term 1 had 


Hit pupils on the roll. The opposi- 
tion 'o me at the time was mainly due 


i to i\\o men who claimed that they 
j\sere elected as school trustees, and 


i claimed that my election was illegal 


I because they weie not consulted by 
the board when they elected me. The 
board told me not to recognize the so- 
called 
trustees 
under 
any 
circum- 


stances. 


In taking charge of the school I 


found a vast difference in the deport- 
ment of the pupils of this town school, 
and the pupils of the school of my 
previous teim. 


In reprimanding some six of the 


larger male pupils of the school, their 
actions plainly indicated to me that 
their opinion was that my officiousness 
was incompatible with their ideas as 
to what was necessary to discipline. 


Iu teaching a few days tiie deport- 


ment of many of the pupils was such 
that it became necessary for me to re- 
sort to heroic measures in order to en- 
force the rules adopted by me for the 
government of the 
school, and of 


which the pupils had been fully ad- 
vised. 


In order to enforce disciine it was 


necessary for me to use the rod, and 
the first ones to feel the effect, were 
the six boys referred to. and after giv- 
ing each of them a good dose of 
"cherry bounce." settled all matters 
at variance between us. and I had lit- 
tle trouble with the pupils during the 
school term. 


But. among the pupils punished was 


the son of one of the so-called trustees. 
The same evening the gentleman call- 
ed on me in the school room and 
threatened to trounce me. My advice 
was for him to leave the room and 
lodge his grievances with the board 
of directors. 
He left, but returned 


and requested me to inform him what 
the offense was for wnich his son was 
punished, and after telling him. he 
left the room, went home, called bis 
son in the shop, and gave him an ad- 
ditional first-class flogging. 


Tn teaching my seventh term in 


Paradise township, on a certain day 
four of the male pupils whose ages 
were respectively 13. 17, 22 and 24 
years, refused to respond when I call- 
ed the spelling class. 


I pulled the 13 year old boy out 


from behind the desk and gave him a 
first class flogging, and the other three 
entered the class. On my return from 
my boarding place at noon I was as- 
tonished to find the school board and 
the fathers of the boys in the school 
room, and a collision with one of the 
men was avoided by the secretary of 
the board interfering. 


It seems the board came to visit the 


school and in passing the residences 
of these parties, they accompanied the 
board to the school. 


After these men left the secretary 


advised me to notify the patrons of 
the district, that the board would meet 
at the school house the Friday of the 
following week, at which meeting the 
board would investigate the charges 
against me for beating the boy. 


That meeting was held and 29 of 


the patrons attended and after inves- 
tigating the charges preferred against 
me. the board decided that the charges 
against me were not sustained and ex- 
pelled the four pupils. 


I harbored no ill 
feeling either 


against the boys or their parents in af- 
ter years, aud as one of them resides 
not far from Hanover, if he happens 
to read this he will no doubt remem- 
ber the spelling class.
